Dr.  Coons  Talks  With  Mrs.  Robert  T. 
Lincoln  While  In  Washington,  D.  C. 


!  The  event  that  stands  out  as  most 
prominent  in  the  minds  of  Wesleyan 
I  students  out  of  all  the  interesting  ex- 
prriences  that  occurred  when  Presi- 
dent Coons  went  east  to  Washington, 
D.  C.  is  his  meeting  -with  Mrs- 
Robert  T.  Lincoln.  This  woman  who 
is  now  approximately  80  yean  of 
dge  is  intimately  related  to  thia  col- 
\eKe  as  her  father  was  president  of 
Iowa  Wesleyan  as  early  as  1853. 

While  he  was  serving  as  president 
of  this  college  he  was  elected  to  the 
Unii<d  States  Senate  as  one  of  the 
delegates  from  Iowa.  Aa  a  result 
hi\  his  wife  and  his  daughter,  Mary, 
w.'iit  t(j  Washington  to  live.  Mary 
soon  fell  in  love  with  and  married 
Robert  T.  Lincoln,  son  "of  Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Her  husband  was  most  prominent 
in  diplomatic  circles  as  naturally  he 
would  be.  At  one  time  he  was  the 
United  States  Ambassador  to  the 
Court  of  St.  .Tames. 

President  Coons  was  fortunate  in 
h  ivinjf  quite  a  long  conversation 
w  th  Mrs.  Robert  T.  Lincoln  at  her 
home  in  Washington.  She  told  him 
innny  intimate  facts  about  the  life 
of  her  husband,  one  of  which  was 
the   incident  of  the  letters.  , 

A  strange  woman  came  to  Mrs. 
IJncoln  after  her  husband's  death 
and  told  her  she  had  letters  which  he 
liHd  written  which,  if  published, 
would    disclose    a  secret    love     affair 


he  had  had.  She  also  said  that  if  she 
would  be  g^ven  $60,000  she  would 
give  the  letters  to  Mrs.  Lincoln.  Not 
wanting  thesis  letters  to  be  published, 
Mrs.  Lincoln,  through  her  lawyer  ar- 
ranged to  pay  this  woman  |25,000 
for  the  letters.  She  ahow«d  President 
Coons  the  fireplace  in  which  she  had 
burned  them. 

I*resldent  Coons  was  presented 
with  two  small  books  by  Mrs.  Lin- 
coln one  of  which  was  about  the  life 
of  Mrs.  Harlan,  her  mother,  and  the 
other  contained  an  address  on  Lin- 
coln written  by  James  Harlan.  She 
also  promised  that  she  would  have 
a  picture  of  her  father  enlarged  to 
hang  In  President  Coon's  office. 

When  asked  if  she  would  ever  re- 
turn to  Mt.  Pleasant  she  replied  that 
she  might  come  back  some  day  to 
see  once  again  her  old  home  but 
just  when  she  wasn't  sure. 

President  Coons  who  was  gone  on 
this  trip  for  ten  days  attended  two 
meetings  while  in  Washington.  One 
was  the  annual  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociation of  American  Colleges  and 
the  other  was  the  meeting  of  the 
Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Edu- 
cation. 

Besides  attending  these  meetings 
President  Coons  had  time  to  visit 
many  places  of  interest  in  Washing- 
ton such  as  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, the  Senate,  and  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States.

Robert  Lincoln  during  the  early 
part  of  his  father's  first  adminis- 
tration. They  were  married  in  1868 
at  Senator  Harlan's  home. 

Young  Lincoln  served  on  the  staff 
of  General  Grant  during  the  Civil 
War  and  later  was  Secretary  of 
War  under  Presidents  Garfield  and 
Arthur.  He  was  one  of  the  last 
Ministers  to  England  in  the  admin- 
istration of  Benjamin  Harrison, 
whose  wife  was  a  very  good  friend 
of  Mrs.  Lincoln.

Mary  Karlan  Lincoln  became  interested  in  Christian  Science 
in  Chicago  in  the  late  80 's  or  early  90 *s  and  was  a  devout  student  for 
the  re33iaind®r  of  liter  life.  She  was  e  member  of  The  Mother  Church  but 
never   joined  or  attended  a  branch  church. 

Mrs.  Jessie  Lincoln  Randolph,  Mary  Lincoln  Beclcwith  and 
Robert  Lincoln  Beckwith  are  all  rtudents  of  Christian  Science  but  are 
not  members  either  of  The  Mother  Church  or  branch  churcVi.  They  like  a 
very  secluded  life  to  avoid  publcity  and  people  who  \tould  prey  on  them. 
Robert  Lincoln  Beckwith  is  the  only  one  who  ever  attends  church.  He  is 
a  class  student  of  Mr.  Hitchcock  who  was  Mrs.  Lincoln's  practitioner, 
and  he  frequently  attends  First  ;hurch  in  ^vashington.  The  information 
regarding  church  membership  and  affiliation  was  ^iven  to  :ij@  by  Mr. 
Hitchcock  who  knows  them  all  intims-tely.

Robert  Lincoln's 
Kin  Lose  Suit 


Cash  And  Stock  Must  Be 
Kept  In  Estate. 

Washington..  March  31.  GP)— A 
child  and  three  grandchildren  of 
Mrs.  Robert  Todd  Lincoln,  wife  of 
President  Lincoln's  son,  failed  to- 
day to  obtain  a  supreme  court  re- 
view of  a  decision  denying  distribu- 
tion to  them  of  $38,018  and  500 
shares  of  stock  in  connection  with 
the  settlement  of  her  $3,300,000 
estate. 

Mrs.  Lincoln  died  in  Washington 
on  March  31,  1937.  The  amount  in 
dispute  constituted  income  and  a 
stocit  dividend  during  the  year  of 
administration   of  the   estate. 

The  U.  S.  court  of  appeals  for 
the  District  of  Columbia  held  that 
the  money  and  stock  should  be 
added   to    the    body    of    the    estate 


rather     than     distributed     to     tha 
descendents. 

Those  appealing  from  this  de- 
cision were  Jessie  Lincoln  Ran- 
dolph, a  daughter,  of  Washington, 
and  the  following  grandchildren:

lovra  Wesleyan  College  has 

shared  the  proceeds  of  a 
trust  fund  left  by  the  16th 
president's  descendants.

Mount  Pleasant,  la.  —  When 
the  last  direct  descendant  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  died  in  1986,  the  small 
Methodist  college  here  found  itself 
in  a  quiet  soap  opera. 

President  Lincoln's  daugh- 
ter-in-law, Mary  Harlan  of  the  fa- 
mous Mount  Pleasant  Harlans,  had 
left  a  multimillion-dollar  trust  fimd 
to  benefit  her  heirs.  If  no  heirs 
remained,  her  will  directed  that  the 
money  be  divided  equally  among 
three  not-for-profit  institutions,  in- 
cluding Iowa  Wesleyan  (College  in 
Mount  Pleasant. 

But  there  was  a  snag.  Timothy 
Lincoln  Beckwith  alleged  that 
Lincoln's  now-deceased  great- 
grandson  was  his  biological  father. 
Beckwith  laid  claim  to  the  family 
fortune. 

Now  this  complicated  drama  is 
apparently  over.  According  to  a 
published  report,  the  three  institu- 
tions worked  out  a  secret  legal  set- 
tlement with  Beckwith  so  they 
would  get  their  share  of  the  Lincoln 
fortune  —  a  share  that  eight  years 
ago  was  estimated  at  more  than 
$1  million  apiece. 

College  officials  aren't  talking. 
But  a  Lincoln  historian  from  Arizo- 
na said  they  weren't  pleased  by  the 
prospect  of  not  getting  money  they 
had  been  eyeing  for  50  years. 

"The  people  at  Iowa  Wesleyan 
referred  to  Timothy  Beckwith  as 
'the  little  bastard'  because  he  was 
the  one  who  put  a  monkey  wrench 
in  the  plan,"  said  author  John  S. 
Goff.  "They  thought  they  weren't 
going  to  get  their  money." 

They  apparently  got  their  cut  of 
the  Mary  Harlan  Lincoln  Testa- 
mentary Trust,  but  when  and  how 
they  spent  it  remains  unclear.  A 
lawyer  for  the  American  Red 
Cross,  another  beneficiary  named 
in  the  trust,  said  the  estate  was  di- 
vided in  1987. 

Iowa  Wesleyan  Vice  President 
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Martha  Potts-Bell  said  college  offi- 
cials could  not  comment  because  it 
would  violate  the  terms  of  the  secret 
settlement. 

One  million  dollars  would  be  a  sig- 
nificant amount  for  a  school  with  an 
endowment  this  year  of  $4.6  million. 
But  the  windfall  is  not  identifiable 
on  federal  tax  forms  the  college  is  re- 
quired to  make  public. 

According  to  a  recent  article  in 
The  New  Yorker  magazine  about  the 
Lincoln  descendants,  the  Lincoln  es- 
tate exceeded  $10  milUon.  The  arti- 
cle also  said  Iowa  Wesleyan,  the 
American  Red  Cross  and  the  First 
Church  of  Christ,  Scientist,  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  agreed  to  pay  $1  mil- 
lion to  Beckwith,  now  in  his  mid-20s, 
to  free  up  their  claims. 

"Although  the  institutions  knew 
that  the  move  might  leave  some 
question  about  the  boy's  paternity, 
they  settled  a  considerable  sum  on 
Timothy  —  a  structured  settlement, 
with  regular  payments  and  a  lump- 
sum payment  at  the  end  —  so  that 
their  legacy  would  be  free  and 
clear,"  Michael  Beschloss  wrote  in 
the  Feb.  28  issue. 

Intriguing  End 

Whatever  happened,  it  is  an  in- 
triguing end  to  the  lineage  of  one  of 
this  country's  most  beloved  presi- 
dents. It  is  a  lineage  haunted  by  mis- 
fortune and  eccentricity,  and  con- 
nected in  more  than  one  way  to  this 
Henry  County  town  and  its  college. 

"They  always  remind  me  of  the 
Stewarts  in  England,"  said  Goff,  a 
professor  emeritus  at  Phoenix  Col- 
lege who  is  working  on  his  second 
book  on  the  Lincoln  family.
